The agricultural wealth 


of our farms must pass over 
the country roads before it 
reaches the market and is 
converted into cash. The 
children of farm 
residents 


must go to school in busses 
that need a system of ade- 
quate and all-weather roads. 
Rural mail routes can better 
be served by good roads. 


The speed and cost of the 


transporting of products to 
market has a strong bear- 
ing upon 
the 
profits 
the 


farmers receive for their la- 
bors. Most farmers now have 
products to market through- 
out the year instead of dur- 
ing a customarily dry sea- 
son when a one-crop system 
was in vogue—cotton farm- 
ing. Livestock, poultry, grain 
and food crops are market- 
ed throughout the year, and 
it ia essential to have a good 
system of roads. 


The agricultural develop- 


ment in Navarro county can- 
not be expected to be great- 
er than the system of roads. 
Many abandoned farms will 
be put back into production 
if roads are constructed. 


Our commissioners court 


recently ordered an election 
to decide whether an addi- 
tional 15-cent tax be levied 
for our road planning, con- 
struction and maintenance 
program under a capable en- 
gineer. This will be the first 
step if approved by the elec- 
torate. 
Jt was called after 


a representative mass-meet- 
ing from the entire county 
had requested such action. 
Let's take this first step, and 
then go after a real system 
of roads for Navarro coun- 
ty, second to none, and in 
keeping with the needs 'and 
desires of our fine citizen- 
ship.
